No more Chinese laborers will be per 
mltted to land on these shores. 
Accord- 
ing to the text of the following 
notice 
issued from the ofllco of the collector 
of customs, 
no provision is made for 
native eons who are visiting China, or 
for Chinese now 
in China who hav 
families or property 
In these Islands. 
However, 
it is understood that those 
Chinese coming from China who can 
establish their right to enter hero will 
be admitted, 
even as Chinese 
coming 
from United Staies ports, who establish 
their right to come here, will be allowed 
to land. 
The following 
la the notice:

or the Co..cctor of Customs, 
Port of Honolulu, II.

1000. 
Notice to Musters of Vessels. 
The at- 
tention of masters 
of vessels arriving 
at this port Is called to nn Act of Con-

C,

1SS4. 
"Sections 2 and 10 of the amended Act 
are ns follows: 
" 'Sec. 2. That the master of nny ves- 
sel who shall knowingly bring within 
the United States on sucli vessel, 
and 
land, or attempt 
to land, or permit to 
be landed any 
Chinese 
laborer, fiom 
any foreign port or place, shall be pun- 
ished by a line of not more 
than five 
hundred dollars for each and every such 
Chinese laborer 
so brought, and may 
also oe imprisoned tor a term not 
one year.' 
" 'Sec. 
10. 
That every vessel whose 
master shall knowingly violate nny of 
the 
provisions 
of this 
Act shall 
be 
deemed 
forfeited to the United States 
und shall be liable to seizure and con- 
demnation In any district of the United

There is need of a greater variety of 
food flsh In these waters. 
The Govern- 
ment of the Territory Is now ho routed 
to the work of the United 
States Flsh 
Commission 
that It might 
be able to 
get the lack made good at Utile trouble 
and at no cost. 
We call It as easy, given proper con- 
sideration' of marine temperatures 
ond 
sea foods, 
to stock 
coastwise 
waters 
with fish brought from a distance as it 
is to stock Interior waters or replenish 
forest and prairie preserves 
with 
ex- 
otic game. 
Shore-keepin- 
g 
flsh nrj not 
lost when 
they are put 
In the waters 
of an 
Isolated 
archipelago 
like 
this. 
They will 
not attempt 
to swim 
000 
miles to the nearest Mainland; Instead 
they stay In the new habitat and make 
the best of It. If the place Is congenial 
they thrive. 
There Isa kind of flsh on the Califor- 
nia and Mexican coasts, the barracuda, 
which 
would be a most welcome 
addi- 
tion to the finny denizens of Hawaiian 
deeps, 
both as a food flsh and an 
ob- 
ject of Bi.ort. 
About this time of your 
or a little earlier, these fish arc found 
!n millions on the coast of 
Southern 
California headed north. 
A month ear- 
lier they nrc caught at Magdalena bay; 
earlier than

We ngrce with a contemporary that 
experiments 
In 
raising 
tobacco 
have 
not been propitious 
In these Iblands, 
but we must suggest that, us the tests 
were few and far from scientific 
In 
fhftir fimrnrtpr. 
thpv nrc no criterion 
of what carefully chosen 
soil may be 
able to produce under the light forms 
of cultivation. 
It Is a mere truism mat 
inhnrrn ivhinh fnlls in one place may 
do well 
In another, Just ns It Is with 
sugar. 
Tobacco 
lalsed 
on acceptable 
ground by crude methods nnd ngaln by 
expert hnnds may present the differ- 
ences between the line lent used for thd 
cigar of the gentleman and the cuddy 


pipe-fillin- g 
of the navvy, 
it all 
de- 
pends on the right combination of soil 
and processes. 
Obviously 
if good 
tobacco 
could 
be 
raised in the 
Islands 
several 
things 


well-wor- 
th 
the 
eftoit 
would 
follow. 
Much 
money thnt we now 
send away 
for cigars, 
fine-c- 
ut 
und 
smoking 
to- 
bacco 
would 
stay 
here, 
agriculture 
would be diversified 
and we should get 
cigar factories. 
All this is worth salv- 
ing for without lespect 
to past 
dis- 
couragements. 
The thing needed ns a preliminary 
Is 
a Government r:perlment station. The 
average samll farmer 
cannot 
be 
ex- 
pected to btand the cost of varied crop 
tests, he 
cannot nffoid 
to meet 
the 
actual 
outlay, 
he needs 
his land 
for 
sure Income. 
The Government realized 
the conservatism of the farming class 
when 
It went 
Into the 
experimental 
business. 
It tried 
nil the 
soils and 
climates 
for given 
crops 
nnd 
when 
It 
found n place where a particular ciop 
would 
thiivc, it notified 
the fanners 
and 
showed 
them what 
to do. 
This 
made 
new 
forms of 
agriculture, 
or 
transplanted 
forms, a reasonably sure 
thing from the beginning. 
The system, 
If applied 
In Hawaii, would encourage 
small farmlrg as nothing else ever did 
end, 
In the case of tobacco, 
afford a 
satisfactory 
demonstration 
within

We are glad to announce that a Fed- 
eral Experiment station

ity and thnt a mnn will soon be here

has been carrying on tho very Important

Foielgn 
Office has given its thorough 
ap- 
proval to the course adopted

pany. 
As a result of the 
al orcd 
situa- 
tion, tho 
men 
agreed 
lo work 
for itho 
planters, as free laborers, at tno Increas- 
ed wages of $17 gold per month Instead or 
$13, us heretofore, 
Ut course, the Increase 
of tholr wages was not to bo squandered, 
but was to bo devoted 
to swelling the 
vc 
fund held for the benefit of tho 
la- 
borers, and lo taking over the medical ex- 
penses of the picn from tho planters' deb-- It 
account. 
The matter wont smoothly, 
for 
It appears 
that tliu sugar plantations 
In Hawaii 
would 
be handicapped 
If 
tho 
Japanese 
Inuorers 
were withdrawn, 
Hut 
the Japanese 
Consul nt Hawaii, 
Mr. 
Sal-t- o, 
declared on i.ie 12th of June 
no doubt 
he stuck

tho contract labor

the Japaneso

I told mem that they wouiu be 
marked men, that they would earn the 
stern 
dislike of China, 
and that they 
would 
suffer If they became 
members 
of the retorm society. 
I wns directed 
to do this by Minister Wu Ting Knng, 
who wrote me from Washington. These 
societies had been formed 
In China 
for 
some 
time 
previous, 
and 
while 
then 
might have been some excellent Ideas 
Incorporated in them, there wns much 
that 
was 
pernicious and against 
the 
Chinese Government, and naturally 
It 
was 
thought

to discourage 
my 
countrymen 
from Joining. 
These facia 
were set forth 
In

proclamation

Shortly after this, how- 
ever, 
the How "Wong, 
which

Naturally 
the Chinese 
papers 
published

Mr. I.amsal, when questioned yester-

na, said: 
"The Chinese Consul here has written 
the Chinese Minister at Washington to 
notify the Government in Canton of my 
connection with the Bow Wongs,
